Approval    of  Marshall   Elementary  School  Mural 


We   have   had   a   request   from  the   Police   Dept.    and   the  Mayor's 
office   to   expedite   approval   of   a  mural   designed   by  Ray 
Patlan  and  Edwardo  Pineda  for  the  new   security   fence  at  the 
Marshall   Elementary  School. 

The  security  fence  is  part  of  a  year  long  cooperative  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  police  Marshall  Elementary  School  to  curb 
the  intrusion  of  drug  and  prostitution  activities  around  the 
schoo 1 . 

Part  of  this  effort  was   to  build  a  sec\irity  fence  to 
discourage  patrons   from  the   adjacent   liotel    from  discarding 
hypodermic  needles  and  other  unsavory   items   into   the  school 
yard.      The  materials  and   labor  to  build  the   fence  weie 
donated  by  a  local  developer. 

Then  the  police  approached  the  artists  to  design  a  mural  for 
this   new  wall .      The   artists  will   also  work  with   the   kids  to 
integrate   an  existing   mural   below   the   new  wall    into  the 
design  of   the   new  mural. 

The   project   has   been  approved   for   funding   by   the  Major's 
Office   of  Community   Development.      I    ha\e   reviewed   the  mural 
design  and   have   found   that    it    is   entirely   appropriaLe  for 
the   s  i  t,  e  . 

Officer-  Welsh    from   tlie   police  department   has    informed  me 
that   the  mayor's   office   has   requested   thai    the  AiH  s 
Commission   expedite   approval    so   that,   woi-k  can   begin  on  the 
mural    pi-ioi    to   the   end   of   thie   sc-hool    year,    and   so   a  public- 
event   acknowledging   all    the   project    pa  r- 1  i  c  i  ptm  I  s    (  i  lu' I  ud  i  ng 
t  lu;   kids,    the    school    principal    and   tlie   donor)    can  be 
scheduled.

The  Owner  or  Lessee  agrees  to  the  following  provisions  regarding  the 
use  of  his/her  property/space,  arising  from  improvements  funded  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Development  (MOCD). 

1.  Owner  or  Lessee  agrees  to  allow  above  said  improvements  to  be 
completed  using  Community  Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG)  funds. 

2.  Owner  or  Lessee  agrees  to  maintain  said  improvements  at  his/her  cost 
for  at  least  five  years  after  completion  or  installation. 

3.  Owner  agrees  to  allow  services  being  provided  to  continue  for  five 
years  after  the  completion  or  Installation  of  the  improvements.  The 
Owner  agrees  that  at  least  51X  of  the  users  of  the  space  will  be  low 
and  moderate  income  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

4.  In  the  event  of  any  change  of  use  of  the  property  which  would  affect 
the  CDBG  improvements,  the  Owner  agrees  to  inform  MOCD  in  writing, 
within  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  change  occurred.  Notice  to  be 
sent  to  MOCD,  10  United  Nations  Plaza.  Suite  600  San  Francisco,  Ca. 
94102. 


5.  Should  the  use  of  the  property  no  longer  benefit  at  least  51t  low  and 
moderate  persons  within  five  years  after  completion  or  installation, 
Property  Owner  agrees  to  repay  the  CDBG  Grant  to  the  City  on  a 
prorated  basis.
